Survey  Shows  BYU  Retains  Status 
As  Nation's  Largest  Private  Sehool

BYU  continues  to  be  the  largest 
private  university  in  the  United 
States  on  the  basis  of  full-time 
students,  according  to  a survey 
released  this  week  by  the 
University  of  Cincinnati. 

The  study  was  prepared  by  Dr. 
Garland  G.  Parker  for  “School 
and  Society  Magazine.” 

In  Dr.  Parker’s  full-time  list  of 
the  “Big  30,”  BYU  ranks  number 
25  in  the  nation  and  is  the  only 
private  institution  in  the  group. 
The  list  is  headed  by  big  unitary 
state  systems,  such  as  State 
University  of  New  York,  159,153; 
California  State  Colleges, 
143,043;  University  of  California, 
92,090;  City  University  of  New 
York,  71,828;  Wisconsin  State 
University  System,  51,619. 

DROPS  OUT 

However,  in  the  list  of  total 
enrollments  (including  part-time) 
BYU  drops  out  of  the  top  30  and 
is  headed  by  private  schools  such 
as  Northeastern  University, 
35,447;  New  York  University, 
34,694;  Temple  University, 

3 3,803;  and  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  27,259. 

This  year  BYU  has  23,959 
students. 

Dr,  Parker’s  survey  shows  that 
the  surge  of  students  onto 
American  college  and  university 
campuses  swelled  enrollments  to 
record  heights  again  this  fall. 

Returns  from  1145  accredited 
four-year  universities  and  colleges 
and  the  two-year  schools  which 
they  administer  show  a total  of 
5,521,963  students,  an  increase  of 
6.2  per  cent. 

When  reports  from  all  2500 
institutions  of  higher  education 
are  tallied.  Dr.  Parker  expects 
even  the  6.2  increase  to  be 
exceeded  and  total  enrollment 
figures  to  reach  7,500,000. 

“When  we  appreciate  that  this  is 
3.75  pCT  cent  more  of  our  total 
population,  and  55.7  per  cent  of 


the  estimated  18-  to  21-year-olds 
in  the  land  this  year,  the 
magnitude  of  higher  education  as 
a national  enterprise  comes  into 
clear  focus,”  he  said. 

MORE  INCREASES 

He  added  that  population  data 
indicates  increases  roughly 
comparable  to  that  of  this  year 
may  be  expected  through  1979. 
‘Thus  in  the  next  decade  higher 
education  still  must  be  prepared 
to  accommodate  freshmen  in 
growing  numbers,”  he  said. 
‘‘Therefore,  enrollments  may 
flatten  out  or  even  slightly 
decline.” 

Members  of  the  Association  of 
Urban  Universities-big-city 


schools— showed  an  overall  gain  of 
4.4  per  cent  and  enroll  20.8  per 
cent  of  all  students  in  the  schools 
compared. 

For  the  second  year,  theological 
schools  were  the  only  group  to 
show  a loss  in  full-time  students 
(1.2  per  cent). 

Consistent  with  the  trend  of 
recent  years,  women  again  showed 
higher  freshman  percentage  gains 
than  men  and  now  total  44  per 
cent  of  all  freshman. 

Majors  in  education,  liberal  arts, 
a^culture,  business  and  nursing 
all  registered  gains  in  the  freshman 
ranks,  but  engineering  showed  a 
small  decrease  of  . 1 per  cent.

The  BYU  Music  Dept,  is  to  be  congratulated  for 
the  magnificence  of  its  annual  Christmas  program 
presented  Sunday  night  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Though  all  in  attendance  must  have  been 
impressed  and  pleased  with  the  polished 
performance,  some  will  have  to  be  excused  if  their 
applause  was  less  than  enthusiastic. 

For  the  second  eight-stake  fireside  in  a row,  a 
grand  faux  pas  was  perpetrated  vis-a-vis  the  staging. 

For  some  unknown  reason  someone  in  charge  of 
arranging  the  stage  for  the  Music  Dept,  extravaganza 
and  for  Cleon  Skousen's  address  a month  ago  saw  fit 
to  eliminate  half  of  the  seats  in  the  10,000-capacity 
fieldhouse.

Since  Coach  John  Seggar, 
assistant  professor  of  sociology, 
took  over  the  coaching  reins  in 
the  spring  of  1967,  BYU  has 
established  an  18-1-2  record. 
Coach  Seggar  comes  from  London 
and  lived  six  years  in  New 
Z^land,  home  of  the  unofficial 
rugby  champions  of  the  world.  He 
was  chosen  to  the  all-star  rugby 
team  in  the  Auckland  (New 
Zealand)  area. 

Rugby  is  the  dire  ;t  ancestor  of 
American  football.  When  rugby 
was  imported  to  the  United 
States,  the  rules  were  changed  and 
such  innovations  as  the  forward 
pass  were  introduced. 


The  scoring  in  rugby  is 
somewhat  different  from  football. 
A touchdown  (termed  a try  in 
rugby)  is  worth  three  points 
instead  of  six  and  the  ball  must  be 
placed  on  the  ground  in  the  end 
zone. 

The  converted  try,  similar  to 
-football’s  point-after-touchdown, 
in  rugby  is  worth  two  points.  A 
penalty  goal,  which  occurs  after  a 
serious  infraction  of  the  rules  such 
as  tackling  a player  without  the 
ball,  is  worth  three  points.  A drop 
kick  through  the  goal  posts  is  also 
worth  three  points. 

Another  difference  between 
football  and  rugby  is  that  play 
continues  until  the  ball  goes  out 
of  bounds  or  an  infraction  occurs.

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Romney  Up  For  Post, 
State  Secretary  Told 


Court  Hears  Free  Speech  Question 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - William  P. 
Rogers  has  been  chosen  to  be 
secretary  of  state  by 
President-elect  Nixon,  it  was 
learned  Tuesday,  and  usually 
informed  sources  said  Gov. 
George  Romney  of  Michigan  will 
be  secretary  of  housing  and  urban 
development. 

The  Washington  report  from 
reliable  sotirces  about  Rogers, 
who  was  attorney  general  under 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower, 
was  not  confirmed  or  denied  by 
Ronald  L.  Ziegler,  Nixon’s  press 
secretary. 

Word  of  the  selection  of 
Romney,  who  briefly  challenged 
Nixon  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
Republican  presidential 
nomination  race,  came  from  GOP 
officials  in  Washington. 

URGES  HELP 

Romney,  61,  made  a 19-day 
urban  tour  during  his  presidential 
campaign,  and  consistently  urged 
more  voluntary  and  self-help 
programs  for  the  ghettoes. 


Rogers,  55,  long  a close  friend 
of  Nixon,  has  been  in  private  law 
practice  in  New  York  and 
Washington  since  leaving  the 
Justice  Department.  In  1965  he 
was  a U.S.  representative  to  the 
United  Nations. 

Nixon  announced  the 
appointment  of  Daniel  P. 
Moynihan,  a sometimes 
controversial  scholar  of  cities  in 
crisis,  as  his  assistant  for  urban 
affairs— and  said  that  field  now 
will  receive  the  same  status  and 
attention  as  does  national 
security. 

NEW  COUNCIL 

Nixon  said  he  is  creating  a new 
White  House  council  patterned  on 
the  National  Security  Council  to 
plan  and  propose  action  on  urban 
problems. 

Nixon  said  Moynihan,  who  is 
taking  a two-year  leave  from  his 
post  at  the  Harvard  University 
Center  for  Urban  Studies,  is  one 
of  the  nation’s  outstanding 
specialists  in  his  field.
